THE 
JEW. 


Our esteemed contemporary, Town and 


Country, wants to know if it is true that Al- 
lentown is a wicked city T That paper de- 
clares thiil if the number of saloons and beer 
cellars are a criterion of tho amount of vice 
a city has, then Allentown surely is not an- 
gelic. 


It has been said, with no thought of being 


rreveraut, that not sinoe tho days when the 
Saviour lived upon tliia earth and was per- 
secuted has any Jew attracted such univer- 
sal attention as has Captain Alfied Dreyfus, 
of France. The name of Dreyfus, tho Jew, 
jas been upon the lips of every nation. 
While there hus been a widespread interest 
manifested in the case, and the greatest nym- 
palhy has been expressed for the tortured 
prisoner, and it id almost impossible to find 
anyone in this country who will express the 
belief that the court martial rendered a just 
verdict, there are those who claim that the 
personality of tho degraded army officer is 
not attractive. 
The fact that Dreyfus is a 


Jew acts as a restraining force to the exhibi- 
tion of more than formal protestations of be- 
lief in the prinoner's innocence. 
Upon fre- 


quent occasions the remark has been heard 
when discussing the great case "Ob, he is a 
Jewl" Why this discrimination? In this 
connection the observations of Mark Twain 
may bo interesting. In speaking of tho Jews 
the great author and lecturer says: 


Tho Jew is not a disturber of the peace of 


any country. Even his enemies will concede 
that, lie is not a loafer, he is not a sot, he 
is not noisy, he is not a brawler iior a rioter, 
he is not quai relsomc. 
In the statistics of 


crime his pretence is conspicuously rare— 
in all countries. With murder and other 
crimes of violence he has but little to do ; ho 
is a stranger to the hangman. la the Police 
Court's daily long roll of "assaults" and 
''drunk and disorderlies1' his name seldom 
appears. 
That the Jewish home is a home 


in tho truest Heuso is a fact which no one 
will dispute. 
The family is knitted together 


by the strongest ailectioits; its members 
show each other every due respect; and rev- 
erence for th( elders is an inviolate law of 
the house. The Jew is not a burden on the 
charities of (lie Slate nor the city; these 
could oease fiom their functions without af- 
fecting him. When he is well enough, he 
works; when ho is incapacitated, his own 
people take care of him, And not in a poor 
and stingy wtiy, but with a fine and large 
benevolence. 
His race is entitled to be 


called the most benevolent of all races of 
men. 
A Jewish beggar is not impossible, 


perhaps ; such a thing may exist, but there 
are few uiea that can. My they have seen that 
spectacle. The Jew has been staged in 
many uncomplimentary forms, but, so far as 
1 know, no dramatist has done him the in- 
justice to stage him as a beggar. 
Whenever 


a Jew has real need to beg his people save 
him tho necessity of doing it. 
Tho charita- 


ble institutions of the Jews are supported by 
Jewish money, and amply. 
The Jews make 


no noise about it; it is done quietly ; they do 
not nag and pester and harass us for contri- 
butions ; they give us peace, and set us an 
example—an example which we have not 
found ourselves able to follow. 


Tbe friends of Admiral Schley for some 


time have been clamoring that their sea idol 
should be given a command commensurate 
with his ability and post record. The navy de- 
partment has assigned Admiral Schley to the 
command of the South Atlantic Squadron, 
the only post at present which presents any 
element of danger. Yet his enthusiastic 
friends are not satisfied. 
Schley's prefer- 


ence is said to lie in the direction of the com- 
mand of an European Squadron. 
The San- 


tiago hero it seems is more on the lookout for 
banquets and receptions than ho is for hos- 
tile fleets. 


All of Mr, Bryan's arguments are based 


upon a false theory. 
He believes in the om- 


nipotence of Congress to the utter disregard 
of natural laws. 
He believes that a vote of 


Congress can split up a congregation of capi- 
tal and prevent a corporation from extend- 
ing its business ; that a vote of Congress will 
in some mystic manner make fifty cents 
worth of silver rise in value to one dollar. 
It would be just as sensible and with as 
much hope of realization to order by statute 
tbat every man, -woman and child in the 
United States shall have three full meals a 
day. 


The over-zealous friends of Admiral Schley 


have made a personal appeal to President 
MoKinley to have the rear admiral assigned 
to some other post than commander of the 
South Atlantic fleet. Covert threats were 
made that unless their wishes were complied 
with H would result to the political disadvan- 
tage of the President,

CAPTAIN DREYFUS. DEMANDS HONOR 


WITH LIBERTY. 


Although France has pardoned Dreyfus, 


Dreyfus is in no" mood to pardon France. 
He makes, according to a special cablegram, 
the following declaration. 


The Government of the Republic has given 


me my liberty. 
But liberty is nothing to 


me without honor. 
From today I shall con- 


tinue to seek reparation for the frightful 
judicial erroi of which 1 remain the victim.

SOMEARCH1TECTURAL BEAUTIES 


Strtklner Features of the Grand En- 


trance to to tlie Mala Bullalne 


of tbe Export Exposition. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 19.—The archi- 


tectural beauty of the buildings of the 
National Export Exposition Las been 
a matter of favorable comment since 
the opening day. The sculptured adron- 
ments of the Main building have been 
especially admired. They very happily 
symbolize the idea of drawing the na- 
tions of the earth together in a close 
brotherhood of trade. 


Three pavilions are connected so as 


to form one complete structure, which 
at first view has the appearance of a 
great marble palace, and conveys the 
impression of permanency. Its admir- 
able design, fine structural execution 
and architectural embellishments have 
strongly brought out its effectiveness 
and the artistic allegorical work of 
the sculptors add greatly to its attract- 
iveness. Each of the three pavilions 
which constitute the Main building is 
ornamented with a pediment at either 
end, containing figures in high relief 
illustrating the six continents. On the 
north pavilion the pediments represent 
"Africa" and "Australia," on the cen- 
tral pavilion "Asia" and "Europe,' 
and on the 
south pavilion "North 


America" and "South America." Above 
each of these pediments are two groups 
and an eagle, the latter occupying a 
position just above the apex of the 
pediment. The groups which supple- 
ment the roof ornamentation are ten 
feet high, and symbolize "Corn," "Spin- 
ning," "Bookmaktng" and "Gas" on 
the north pavilion, "Wine," "Coal,1 
"Cotton" and "Wool" on the centra' 
pavilion, 
and "Iron," "Electricity,' 


"Forestry" and "Stone" on the south 
pavilion. 


One of the most significant and ex- 


tensive ornamentations of the build- 
ing is the great pediment which occu- 
pies a conspicuous place above the 
doorways of the main entrance at the 
middle of -the north pavilion. 
This 


work of art, which is 30 feet long, 
with an extreme height of ten teet, 
represents "Commerce." At the feet 
of the central figure, which typifies 
"CoinmfircB," aits "Mercury;" at its 
right is a figure representing "Peace," 
and ft group ot "Nantune," a mariner, 
a naiad and a dolphin around a boat's 
prow, .symjxrtlzinp, "Navigation," .and 


grounds on the first day of the second 
week tound the great white buildings 
enveloped in a dense fog, but 
the 


workmen and the denizens of the Es- 
planade astir and busy. 
The sun, 


however, quickly broke through the 
veil of mist and a cheerful, bright day 
was inaugurated. 


The earliest and most curious among 


the visitors to the exposition buildings 
were the Oriental inhabitants of the 
Chinese village, who wandered about 
amid the ponderous machinery and in- 
spected the small 
curiosities 
with 


childlike wonder and delight. 
They 


passed about in groups before the 
crowds began to thicken, shrinking 
from contact with the native sight- 
beers, who finally pushed upon them 
in such numbers as to drive them back 
into the Esplanade and the seclusion 
Df their homes in the Chinese village. 


A very curious spinning top and a 


revolving atlas divided the wrapped 
attention of a score of the inquisitive 
people of the east, but it was observed 
that wherever the most color or the 
most curiously continued and delicate 
mechanism was to be found were the 
localities most eagerly sought by them. 
It has been remarked that they soon 
discovered that they were themselves 
as gieat objects of curiosity to the 
crowds which began to arrive dur- 
ing their inspection of the big show, 
and their timidity under the keen in- 
spection of the natives was amusing. 
They were like little herds of start- 
led fawns surprised by the appearance 
of the hunter. One party, accompanied 
by an interpreter, found much enter- 
tainment in inspecting an immense 
globe bearing representations of vari- 
ous tyi.es of the nations of the earth. 
There were lifelike figures of Indians, 
Europeans, Japanese, Moors, Esqui- 
maux, Turks and Tartars, but .not the 
figure of a Chinese.solitary or grouped. 
Two of the almond eyed v.sitors walk- 
ed around this globe several times, in- 
specting it closely, after which they 
joined their companions and indulged 
in gestures of indignation and dis- 
gust. 
Curiosity impelled a bystander 


to ask the reason for the display of 
so much feeling over the peculiar ex- 
hibit. 
"They failed to find anything that 


looked like a Chinese and were an- 
noyed that a Jap had seen selected to 
represent the far east," was the reply. 


Other inhabitants of the Esplanade 


made an early morning round of the 
Mam Building, but none oi' them were 
either as curious or interested as the 
Chinese. They, however, added a pic- 
turesque spice to the scene. 
Two of 


the inhabitants o£ the negro planta- 
tion occupied the attention of a num- 
ber o£ young men, who insisted that 
they had been imported trom a near- 
by street rather than from Kentucky. 
The grizzly old fellows, whose man- 
ner, vocabulary and dialect, to say 
nothing of their ancient appearance, 
bore out the truth of their claim to 
have been ante-bellum slaves on a 
Kentucky plantation, finally became 
highly indignant. "Look here, honey," 
said one of them, "Ise been done tend- 
ed to gentlemen afore you and your 
white trash people nab been born. I 
was owned by a gentleman. My old 
masser was a Clay. You neber see no 
real slave nigger afore, you didn't," and 
the highly exercised old men walked 
out of the building and retreated be- 
hind the walls of "the plantation." 


When the morning fog retreated be- 


fore the face of the sun the exposi- 
tion buildings came out in brilliant 
relief, the flags floating above 
the 


main entrance were found to announce 
to the world that the exposition was 
progressing. 
The flags above 
the 


Pediment, which surround the quad- 
ragia o£ Victoiy, displayed the letters 
C V K S, which in the international 
commercial code indicated the word 
exposition, while those to the south 
represented tbe letters D P B R, which 
in the code represent the word pro- 
gressing. All of the passing shipping 
on the river, as well as those persons 
on land familiar M'ith the code, were 
thus advised of the success of 
the 


great exposition and its cheerful prog- 
ress. 


Those visitors who came upon the 


Esplanade after 10 o'clock found not 
only a new thing in the fully equip- 
ped Chinese restaurant, but all thp at- 
tractions of tnat 'feature of the ex- 
position in full swing. 


The Chinese village inhabitants were 


becoming more familiar with 
their 


surroundings. The Oriental Coffee and 
Smoking Parlors and the Theater are 
well patronized and the animals in the 
Hagenbach show are doing the most 
wonderful 
things 
imaginable. 
The 


Esplanade, in the brilliant sunshine, 
indeed, presented a most 
attractive 


and. animated appearance. 
The melo- 


dious songs from the natives of the old 
plantation fell pleasantly upon the. ear 
even above the deep lunged young men 
who described what may be found be- 
hind the entrance doors. 


Within the exposition building the 


progress made during the past two 
days in perfecting the displays and 
adding to the attractions of the ex- 
hibition was quickly apparent to those 
who had watched the unfolding of tho 
plans of those in charge of the ex- 
hibits. Ample power for the machin- 
ery is now furnished by two boilers 
of 250 horse power each, which are in 
commission, and in a few days two 
other boilers, with 300 horse power 
each, will be added to these.
